JOHN PITZER 
SPEAKS AT PFA 
DINNER IN 0. C. 


John Pitzer, Aspers R. I, presi­ 
dent of the Adams County Farm­ 
ers’ Association, addressed the 
Pennsylvania Farmers’ Associa­ 
tion’s congressional banquet at 
the Dodge House in Washington 
Monday evening. 
A number of Pennsylvania con­ 
gressmen, including Representa­ 
tive George A. Goodling of this 
district, and more than 200 farm­ 
ers heard Pitzer outline how Penn­ 
sylvania Fanner Association poli­ 
cies are developed. 
To explain the policy develop­ 
ment process, Pitzer described 
how the policy on a minimum 
wage for agrioilture was formu­ 
lated, starting with county policy 
development meetings and pro­ 
ceeding to the state PFA annual 
meeting and the annual convention 
of the American Farm Bureau. 
OPPOSES M IN IM U M WAGE 
Being a fruitgrower, Pitzer out­ 
lined to the congressmen why the 
PFA and the American Farm 
Bureau Federation are opposed 
to a minimum wage and hour act 
for agriculture. He pointed out 
that agriculture cannot be oper­ 
ated successfully "on a 44-hour 
week, eight-hours-a-day, punch the 
clock basis.” He said that a great 
majority of harvest operations 
are paid for on a piece work basis 
because of wide variations in the 
capacity of individual workers. 
‘This is the only equitable and 
effective means of compensation,” 
he declared. 
Pitzer pointed out that as a 
general rule wage rates are re­ 
lated to productivity despite the 
technical revolution in agriculture 
The work productivity of many of 
the fruits and vegetables harvest 
operations has not increased much 
from the level of 30 years ago, he 
said. 
The fact that farm wages have 
been left unregulated does not 
mean farm workers have been

The high cost of farming and 
the necessity for the farmer to 
do an increasingly more efficient 
job of food production were out 
lined Monday evening by two 
members of the Gettysburg Young 
Farmers’ Association to the Ro­ 
tary Club at its meeting in the 
YWCA. 
Lyndale Brandon and Richard 
Waybright showed slides on use 
of modern equipment on the farm 
and told "how fanning has had 
revolution within the last few 
years.” 
Inviting the Rotarians to attend 
the third annual Farm-City Day 
program to be held this summer, 
the two speakers said the cost of 
fanning has increased greatly "as 
a result of the necessity of cheap­ 
er production per unit. The price 
the farmer receives for his prod­ 
ucts has decreased by 12 per cent 
over the last decade while the 
cost of the things he buys has 
gone up 19 per cent. To keep in 
business he has had to produce 
more and more, at a lower cost 
per unit. While his profit per unit 
has declined he has had to make 
his own income stay the same or 
increase by increasing the number 
of units produced.” 
$35,006 IN VESTM EN T 
To do this, the farmer bai had 
to turn to more machinery and 
larger operations, the speakers 
said. A beginning fanner now 
needs from $35,000 to $50,000 in­ 
vestment in order to start farm­ 
ing. 
"Loose housing barns” for the 
nonmilk producing members of 
the herds were shown. Brandon 
said it costs “about $350 to pro­ 
duce and keep the heifer until she 
is able to join the herd in milk 
production.” 
Huge 
silos 
with 
augur feeders to prov ide feed to 
cattle automatically "cost $10,000 
but that way you can handle more 
units and so make a profit, 
Brandon said.

In modem hay making machin­ 
ery bales the hay and tosses it 
into a wagon especially designed 
to permit heat to circulate through 
the bales.

to the health center Monday, and

Scarlet fever is no longer quar­ 
antined but Dr. Crist said chil­ 
dren suffering from the disease 
should be given good care be 
cause of the danger of compli­ 
cations 
and 
spreading 
the 
disease. 
The number (rf cases so far, 
while it does not indicate an un­ 
usual amount of cases of the di­ 
ease, does indicate that it is a 
threat and proper reporting by 
physicians will permit the county 
health center and medical direc­ 
tor to keep track of the progress 
of the disease through the county.

Gettysburg borough a o u n c i I 
Monday night formally approved 
a budget of $170,000 for the cur­ 
rent year and set the millage at 
16, the same as last year. It also 
adopted the same tax rates for 
trailers, $2 a month, and amuse­ 
ments (based on admission costs) 
as were in effect last year. 
Finance Chairman John Wel- 
shonce in presenting the budget 
for final approval said there had 
been no major changes from the 
budget presented a month ago for 
tentative approval.

KORTE TELLS 
LIONS ABOUT 
NORWAY TRIP 


"Although the Norwegians are 
critical of many things about 
America, I believe they would 
choose us in the long run rather 
than Russia,” Charles "Chuck” 
Korte, Gettysburg High School sen­ 
ior who recently spent six months 
in Norway as an exchange student, 
told members of the Gettysburg 
Lions Club Monday e\ening in a 
talk at the VFW home.

Norwegians base 
their appraisal of America on 
“what they know about us and 
they get their impressions from 
perfectly awful American mov­ 
ies—they don’t seem to get any 
of the good ones—and what they 
read about us in books, maga­ 
zines and newspapers.”

(Continued From Peg# I) 
operation. He also said that the 
snow left on the streets causes 
damage “and while we had some 
damage to borough streets it was 
not as great as it would have 
been had the snow been left un­ 
touched.'’ 
Council released the bond of 
Tax Collector J. Herbert Weikert 
for last year. Weikert said he 
would seek exoneration of $441.13 
in occupation taxes and $705.81 in 
real estate taxes “ because of du­ 
plications in the duplicate given 
me and the fire loss at the Adams 
House.” He stated that he has 
$116.86 to collect in occupation 
taxes, adding, “ I have a few wage 
attachments outstanding at pres­ 
ent and some I will not get, but 
rest assured if I catch them work­ 
ing, wage attachments will be 
issued.” Weikert said that if he 
receives the new tax duplicate 
‘soon I will be able to turn over 
$11,000 to $12,000 in new taxes 
in May.” 
The report of Treasurer Harry 
D. Ridinger showed $24,884.30 was 
invested in a 90-day bond while 
$25,000 was

vestment. Income for the month,

LONESOMENESS 
There is a difference between 
being alone and being lonesome, 
I may be alone and very happy— 
buried in the thoughts of those 
I Jove, or in thoughts that wait 
upon and run errands for me, or 
in ideas which spur my mind to 
its highest achievements. 
But to be lonesome—what a 
feeling 
of 
helplessness 
comes 
over one! 
At luncheon with a friend re­ 
cently—a man who fairly radi­ 
ates ideas—this subject of lone 
someness came up. He immedi­ 
ately called my attention to the 
height of the ceiling in the hotel 
dining room in which we were, 
and told me something I had 
never thought (rf before. 
“Hotel experts have learned.”

pay rf their ceilings are over 18 
feet high.”

A. You do have to report your 
farm worker’s wages if you pay 
him at least $150 cash wages in 
a year. Farm worker’s wages are 
not reported quarterly, however. 
The report of wages for all 1980 
is due January SI, 1961. 
Q As a self-employed farmer, 
I made a small profit for 1960. 
but not enough to have to pay 
any federal income tax. How do 
I get credit for social security if 
I db not file an income tax report? 
A. Even if you do not owe any 
federal income tax. you must file 
an income tax return if you have 
at least $400 net earnings from a 
farm or other self-employ ment. 
It is in this way that you get 
credit for social security. As a 
self-employed farmer, you attach 
separate 
report,

A. Even if your lax returns are 
late, the law gives you a limited 
amount of extra time in which 
you can get social security credit 
for your self-employment income 
(farm as well as other types of 
business). This extra time runs 
out after April 15, 1961, for the 
year 1967, so that k is important 
that returns for 1957 be filed 
before that date. Credit cannot 
be given for 1956 or before, on 
th* basis of a return filed now.

Recommendations

from the committee’s study are 
due to be submitted to Gov. Law­ 
rence and the 
legislature this 
month. 
A source inside the 37-member 
ultra secret study group told the 
AP that part of the committee’s 
report on finance declares: 
M IN IM U M COSTS 
•‘The minimum, adequate pro­ 
gram here 
proposed 
will cost 
more than double present costs 
by 1970—$1,672,000,000. If the leg­ 
islature did not pass one new edu­ 
cation bill, costs would still rise in 
1970 to $1.300.000,o r ” 
That price tag, of course, would 
Include all spending on schools, 
both by the Commonwealth and lo­ 
cal areas. 
The current budget calls for an 
expenditure of $469,055,501 as the 
state’s share of education costs. 
That outlay, however, was pur­ 
posely kept low in anticipation of 
the committee recommendations. 
At the same time, the final draft 
of the report screened by the com­ 
mittee here over the weekend 
made these other recommenda­ 
tions: 
INCREASE SA LA R IE S 
I. That teacher salaries be in­ 


creased by 50 per cent by 1970. 
S. That the present state system 
of school financing—half by the 
Commonwealth and half local—be 
maintained. 
3. That extra state subsidies be 
granted for the first time to a 
number of specialized programs 
such 
as 
gifted 
students 
and 
remedial classes. 


4. That subsidies to school dis­ 
tricts be figured on a concurrent 
basis, instead of being based on 
the previous year's record, as is 
the case now. 
Robert A. Christie, the commit­ 
tee’s executive director, declined 
to comment on the information 
from the study group source. 
But he did confirm reports that 
there will be a minority report, 
thus indicating there is a dis­ 
agreement within the big commit­ 
tee on the content of the report. 
A M IN O RITY REPO RT 
A s k e d to elaborate, Christie 
said: 
“There is very extensive agree­ 
ment among a large majority of 
the members. 
In all likelihood, 
however, there will be a minority 
report.” 
He declined to identify the in­ 
dividuals who would write such a 
report.

OUTLAW ED IN 1825 
But Miss Alpern said no, giving 
these reasons: 
“The uniform penalty law pro­ 
hibits its use because, under com 
mon law, a common braggart— 
the male counterpart of a common 
scold—is subject to fines and jai 
terms only. 
“We’re certainly not going to 
have women undergo punishment 
more severe than that of men for 
similar offense. 
“Tile state Supreme Court back 
in 1825 outlawed the ducking stool, 
stipulating instead that fines or 
jail sentences would suffice as 
punishment.” 
Miss Alpern's ruling also solved 
what might have been a problem 
for Warden Jack F. Tracy of Lan­ 
caster County jail who would have 
been charged with carrying out the 
ducking if the woman were con­ 
victed.

Wheels in drivers’ heads would 
not be so risky if they were 
equipped with power brakes. 
Knowing your car’s weaknesses, 
and taking appropriate steps to 
cater to them can be a short 
cut to relatively trouble-free mo­ 
toring. 


So say experienced service men 
who have daily evidence that far 
too many motorists invite trouble 
and expense by not being will­ 
ing to face facts.

then started to stick. This was 
before the days of positive oiling 
for the valve mechanism, so all 
owners had to do was to oil these 
first three valve stems frequently. 
Owners must be very careful 
closing the hood of one 1960 mod­ 
el. Many cars show up unpleas­ 
ant vibration at certain speeds. 
A car’s front-end may have a 
tendency to get out of line if driv­ 
en too fast over rough roads. 
Whatever the weakness is, get to 
know it well and then aim to avoid 
it or to keep it within bounds by 
catering to is. 
OUTLET FOR AMBITION 
An accessory of the engine that 
needs frequent checking is the 
fuel pump. Don’t wait for gaso­ 
line to appear on its top before 
tightening any loose cap screws 
on its cover. .After doing this to 
my own car the other day I found 
that gasoline still was leaking 
out. A more careful check showed

that the connection for the out­ 
let was also loose. 
Any pump is quite likely to 
loosen where it fits to the engine. 
Its filter companion also may need 
attention. 
Don’t 
be 
lured into 
thinking that the bowl is leaking 
just because it is not always filled 
with fuel. Bowls often are empty. 
It depends on the engine’s needs, 
pump pressure and other factors. 
MECHANIC JOE SPEAKING: 
“Anyone who looks over my 
shoulder when I’m working will 
suspect that I’ve a well-developed 
streak of laziness, but actually 
it is simply a method which I rec­ 
ommend whenever trying to fig 
ure out a car’s ailments. The plan 
is to check from the more obvious, 
more easily reached units, back 
to those that are deeper in the 
car’s anatomy. 
“I always check carburetion by 
starting with the choke. Then I 
check the carburetor float and 
float level, the filter, the fuel 
pump and then the lines and some­ 
times the tank. If there is some-

thing ailing the ignition I first 
check the plug wires, then the 
plugs, distributor and back to the 
coil. Often I may seem to re­ 
verse the process by first taking 
a look at the battery’s terminals. 
These are right under mt nose, 
and can easily be badly corroded.” 
MORE ON PINGING 
A momentary light pinging in 
the engine during sharp accelera­ 
tion is no cause for alarm and 
usually is a sign that the ignition 
timing is just right. However if 
the engine does not ping at all on 
acceleration, and then suddenly 
starts to do so, the chances are 
that it is running too hot. This is 
then something to take seriously. 
Gradual tendency toward pinging, 
assuming 
there 
has 
been 
no 
change in timing, or the load 
carried, or a rise in engine tem- 
j>erature or the brand of gas 
used, usually means merely that 
the cylinders are starting to ac 
cumulate too much carbon. If this 
becomes 
troublesome 
you 
can 
switch to higher octane gas, pend 
ing a carbon removal job. 
THREE TO REMEMBER 
In a garage leave the car in 
gear rather than set the hand 
brake. If the parking brake op­ 
erates through the two rear serv­ 
ice brakes not using it for an ex­ 
tended period will save keeping 
the rear brake pistons under ex­ 
tensive pressure. 
For best results coolant should 
enter the core of the car heater’s 
(radiator at the bottom and re­ 
turn to the engine from the top. 
Delayed action of water passing 
j through the core increases heat­ 
ing efficiency. 
Uneven compression is a com- 
jmon cause of poor engine idling. 
TEEN AGERS ARE ASKING 
Jeff R. is thinking of installing 
an automatic fan on his car and 
wants to know what I think of 
(the idea. 
I’m all for it. The industry has 
been fooling around with the idea 
for some time, but now that, air 
conditioning is so popular the mo­ 
tor fan has become more impor­ 
tant than ever. Jeff wants to cut 
the horsepower waste of the fan 
at road speeds where extra cool­ 
ing is not needed, but with air 
conditioning the cooling system 
is taxed to a point where top air 
(cooling during engine idling is a 


must. 
Newest rn fans is the type con­ 
trolled thermostatically. 
YOUTH AT THE WHEEL 
One thing that is always hard 
for anyone with a car to learn is 
that a little knowledge can be a 
dangerous thing. I was reminded 
of this by watching a fellow at a 
filling station lean out the idling 
mixture of his newly acquired 
buggy. He had noticed that with 
the windshield wiper hose discon­ 
nected the engine’s idle speed in­ 
creased, and jumped to the con­ 
clusion that the mixture was too 
rich. 
My guess is that he will now 
find that the engine is harder to 
start, that he’ll need to choke 
more during the warm-up and 
that the job may not have suf­ 
ficient power when he guns the 
motor. I just hope he doesn’t 
make the mistake of setting the 
carburetor’s 
float 
level 
lower. 
For best results mixture always 
should be a little on the rich 
side. 
WHAT COMES NATURALLY 
If you are puzzled because the 
engine seems to run hotter than 
usual on cold days and the oil 
pressure drops, just stop to fig­ 
ure what may be the cause. It is 
just due to the motor thermostat 
being slow to 'open. Currently 


most engines are equipped with 
a 180-degree stat which is de­ 
sirable because operating tem­ 
peratures are then more nearly 
normal. But they puzzle many a 
driver who is accustomed to see­ 
ing the heat temperature gauge 
way down toward the cold side in 
very cold weather.
